Hialf-Time Schools. 

Among the reforms recommended by the 
recent Committed of the Board of Educa- 
tion we are surprised to see no reference to 
the rmportance of “ haif-time schools.” 

The great sanitarian of England, 
Mr. Cuapwiok, has the result of 
that schools 
where the children were kopt in-doors but 
half » day, accomplished just as much m 
acquiring knowledge as the whole-time 
echools, while the pupils retained health and 
vigor much better. We would not, however, 
recommend the general adoption of the half- 
time system here, inasmuch as most of our 
school children do «@ large part of their 
studying m school, and often have no 
other suttable place for it. It miglit, in- 
deed, be advantageously employed in many 
of our private schools, where the great evil 
is excessive cramming, and the consequen 


breaking down of health. 44 


Bat where half-time schools are most 
needed is among our etreet and factory chil- 
dren. Many of the unsshooled children of 
the City are obliged to be out on the streeta, 
engaged as chiffoniers or peddlers or as news- 
venders, tn order to aid their destitute 
mothers to support @e family. They are 
often employed but half the day ; and would 
gladly attend school the other part. It is 
true that the “industrial schools” often 
offer half sessions to this class; but it seems 
to belong to a public system of instruction 
that it should provide for just such a nu- 
merous body of children. The children em- 
ployed m factories might also be compelled 
by law to take advantage of the “ half-time 
schools.” . 

Massachusetts sete us an excellent exam- 
ple in this matter. Thus, in Springfield, it

The Case of Surgeon Green. 

If the case of Passed Assistant Surgeon -C. 
L. Gruxn is to be regarded merely as an inci- 
dent in the fierce struggle of the naval staff 
for rank and executive authority, it is one 
thing; if it is to be judged apart, on its own 
merits, it is quite another. « ~ 
However, 1t is in the former -light that 
most of the papers are determined, ap- 
parently, to regard it—as, indeed, we pre- 
dicted they would. And the consequence is, 
that instead of confining themselves to the 
special question at issue, they mix it 
with the case of Engineer Tower and 
with the “Cherbourg Horror,” and so 
make out # general case in behalf of staff 
rank in the navy. For our own part, we 
do not object to this mode of discussion, 
eo far as concerns the general question of 
giving engineers and surgeons the honors 
and authority they want. There is much to 
be said on both sides of that question; and 
aa, at present, these officers have nothing to 
lose and all to win, we cannot blame them 
for taking every opportunity to assert what 
they consider to be their “wrongs,” and for 
using every available Court Martial for 
newspaper discussion regarding their 
“ rights.” 

Our only objection is to being required to 
regard insubordination against existing laws 
9s not disobedience, but only “a test ques- 
tion.” To change the jaw would, per- 
haps, be very well; to applaud in- 
fringements of it while it laste, mere- 
ly because it is disagreeable, is not 
according to our ideas of the discipline 
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that one of the hest evidences of ability to 
command is ability to obey. 


The hour before dawn is the one of all 
others when the street lamps should be alight 
but in many parte of the City they are ex- 
tinguished so early that the streets are left 
to darkness and to thieves during most of 
that period.

The City pays enough to have the lamps 
burning during all thé hours of darkness, as 
demanded by the schedule of hours for 
lighting and extinguishing, arranged. an- 
nually te suit the different seasons of the 
year. At the present time the hour of extin- 
guishing is 5 o’clock A. M., but we have re- 
liable testimony that the lights are often 
_put out half an hour, and sometimes an hour, 
before that time in parts of the City, While 
the municipal authorities do not admit the 
fact, they claim that, if true, it is due to ac- 
cident or the -unauthorized action of the 
lamplighters; and not the result of any pur- 
pose on the part of the gas companies to 
avoid a strict observance of their contracts. 

Wherever the blame may belong, it 1s cer- 
tain that the contracts are habitually vio- 
lated ; but it fortunately happens that there 
is a remedy at once simple and effectual for 
an evil that constantly entails inconvenicnce 
and loss upon our citizens. Whoever turns out 
a atreet light before the hour for extinguish- 
ing named in the timetable is guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and liable to arrest and pun- 
ishment, even if the person should be a 
Jamp-lighter and his act legal after the des- 
ignated hour. We are. satisfied, therefore, 
that if Superintendent Kennepy issues the 
proper instructions to the Police, and takes 
care to have them obeyed, there will be a 
sufficiency of light in the streets at the time 
when it is needed.

-A full understanding and fair appre- 
ciation of the diffieulties under which Amorican 
merchants and mariners now labor is the frst 
step toward a reform, and reform we must have, 
and that right speedily, unless we are content 
to sink intoa fifth or sixth rate position as a 
maritime Power. The real obstacle in the way 
of American marine enterprise ties in tne fact 
that American shipowners are unable to pro- 
cure the class of vessels which the present re- 
quirements of our foreign trade calls for, except 
at prices which are exorbitant when compared 
with the prices paid in tis country by British 
and Germaa shipowners, with whom American 
shipowners are brought into direct competition. 
The carrying trade of the United States (the 
coasting trade excepted) is as free to Britésh- 
boils ships. as it is to Amerean-built 
ships; and. the result ig that Ameri- 
can shipowners, who are not permitted 
to own Gghips pullt out of the United 
States, are driven from the field. . Since Aron and 
steam superseded wood and sails, American own- 
ed tonnage has rapidly diminished, and British 
German tonnage hat as rapidly increased. The 
large profits of a trade which was once entirely 
in the hands of American shipvwners has, by 
this process, been transferred to foreign ship-: 
owners, and thousands of American mariners 
have been thrown out of employment and forced 
to abandon their manly and honorabie calling to 
seek such occupation as they can find on shore. 
Ase the shipbuilders of Great Britain supply a 
large proportion of the steamers and ships which 
are wresting our trade from us, a few details of 
the present condition, resources and working of 
the principal shipbuilding establishments of 
England and Scotiand will, no doubt, mterest 
the American public. I have visited all the lead- 
ing yards on the Thames, and purpose starting 
in two or three days for the North of Engiand 
and Scotland. My facilities for inspecting the 
yards and factories and obtaining mformation 
are ample, and I propose, with your permission, 
to communicate the result of my observations in 
the columns of the Trmzs.
